A JUNGLE ISLAND A CENTURY AGO 


Away back in history, before even the 
days of Marco Polo, the Malays had

Let us, therefore, begin our narrative, 
after a manier of speaking, from) the 
round up, Nature has dealt in niggardly 
fashion with the land of Rgyyt. ‘The 
COUNTY POSSEses To CUpper, no iron ore, 
no forests, er ee minerals, ond neo 
good steam coal, It is fairly exact to re- 
thark that the country lacks all the prime 
prerequisites of nmlern industrialisin. 
Agnculture is virtually the sole source of 
national wealth But even in this field 
the country is extremely limited, 

Keypt is practically rainless and orily 
one-twenty-Afth of the land is capable at 
cultivation, These fertile reigns are 
sandwiched in between the Arabian and 
Libyan deserts, While the area of Egypt. 
not including the Sudan, is §50,000 square 
miles. or about eight times the size of the 
State of Pennsylvania, only a little more 
than 12,000 squnre miles aré capable of 
cultivation, 

Over this relativ ely smal! strip of holut- 
able land the population swarms some 
1100 to the square mile. whereas the 
paptilation of Belgian, the densest in 
Enrope, is 652 to the square mile. Yet, 
despite all this, Egeypt is probabty the 
most perfect and extensive farming labo- 
ratery that the world has yer seen, 

From an agricultiral standpoint, the 
COUNIEY pPreserits a-spectache of three wre- 
formites—climate, soil, moisture.  [Ex- 
cept tor the remen oear the north coast, 
the country is rainless and frosts are un- 
Known. The soil is the same, formed lay 
the sediment from Nile water. 

Now, uniformity is precisely the thing 
which the American farmer lacks, ‘The 
mai) factor in crop yields is the weather, 
and the weather is alwavs x, the unknown 
quantity. The Egyptian solves his farm- 
mr equation by Knowing the value af x 
hefere he starts. 

With the American farmer, agriculture 
is more or less of a gamble with Nature, 
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A SABROW HINNON OF FERTILE LAND RUNS 
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whereas the Eeyptmn farmer bets ona 
certaimty. Farming, therefore, m Ryeypt 
comes nearer to being an exact science 
than th any other mporlant country | 
the world. 


Now, the test of an exact science is 
predictability, Astrononiy is an exact 


science, An eclipse of the moon can be 
predicted to the minute many years salves. 
The thing is possible becanse of mathe- 
matically facertained wiformittes cover- 
ing the movement of planctary bodies in 
space, Given tiniformity of sail, tempera- 
ture, and moisture. the Keyptian farmer 
when he sows his seed can predict almost 
with astronomical exactitude the results 
of his harvest outturn. 


THE WORLDS PRINCIPAL FRODUCER OF 
LONG-STAPLIE COTTON 


Another thing of great interest in 
Fevptian soil cultivation is the molality 
agriculture had gained through the pro- 
duction of raw cotton for export. No 
purely farming country has ever hecore 
rich and prosperous until agriculture at- 
tams mobelity, 

By mobility is implied the capacity for 
exporting farm products in concentrated 
form: The Danish farmer has grown nich 
and pProspernis liv exporting concentrated 
foods, such as bacen, butter, and e@es, to 
the British marker.* Egypt. through the 
transition from the old basin system to 
the perennial system of irrigation, lin be- 
come the world’s: principal producer oT 
long-staple cottcn, and the export of this. 
sipenor cominndity his enabled two peo- 
ple to live in the Nile Valley where only 
one wis able to live before. 

In ordinary speech, there is always a 
tendency to personiiy Nature, to observe 
that Nature does thie or that or works ac- 
cording to some well-irdered plan or de- 
sign, While the thought is not exact, 
we cin with same neasure of truth speak 
of Nature's intentions about this planet 
and the bie which flourtshes upon its sur- 
ice. Por example, we may observe witli 
truth that Nature never intended Eyvpt. 
a compuraively sterile and drought-heset 
country, to support trom its soil its pres- 
ent population of nearly 14,000,000 prew- 
pile.

Many of these contrasts were mberent 
within the prewar boundaries and all of

These towns are Hrasev ( Huongarinn, 
Brassn, and German, Rronstadt), Bis- 
trita | Gesrtereze, Bistrite),Cluy ( Kolozs- 
var, Klausenbure), Sebesul Sasesac (S2zasz- 
sehes, Muhibach), Silitt (Nagy Sazchen, 
Hermannstade), Medias ( Medzyes, Me- 
diaach ) and Siginscaca ( Segesvar, Schass- 
lure).
